This  compares 
with  the  birth  rate  for  England  & Wales  of  I7.I. 

The  crude  death  rate  for  i960  was  13.41?  the  corrected 
rate  being  10r,39?  compared  with  the  death  rate  for  England  d 
Wales  of  11.3.  Of  the  33  deaths  occurring  in  the  district  45 
were  aged  63  and  over. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  remained  good,  but 
the  increasing  popularity  of  Burnham  as  a holiday  resort  is 
placing  an  increasing  strain  on  local  resources  and  im.proved 
Public  Conveniences  are  necessary  if  a high  standard  of  personal 
hygiene  is  to  be  maintained. 

There  is  also  need  for  more  open  air  recreational 
facilities  for  young  people,  as  fresh  air  and  sport  are  enemies 
of  physical  and  mental  ill  health, 

I am  indebted  to  your  Public  Health  Inspector  for 
bearing  the  lion’s  share  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.

and  I am  sure  that  we  will  see  many  improvements  in  both  the 
private  caravan  sites  and  the  caravan  site  operated  by  the 
Council.

Water  SuTPi^ly 
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The  water  supply  for  the  district  is  provided  hy  the  Council 
and  is  obtained  from  deep  bores  at  the  Council’s  Waterv/orks , 
Southminster  Road.  In  addition  to  the  deep  bores  there  are  4 
shallow  wells  at  the  Waterworks  but  these  are  not  in  use  at  present. 
Samples  are  taken  from  these  shallow  wells  at  intervals  to  check 
the  bacterial  purity j as  the  water  from  this  source  may  be  required 
to  supplement  the  town  supply  in  periods  of  excessive  demand.

The  results  of  the  samples  were  satisfactory  and  were  generally 
of  a high  standard  of  bacterial  purity. 

Five  samples  from  other  supplies  in  the  district  were  submitted 
for  examination  and  the  results  were  satisfactory. 

Factories 


There  are  in  the  district  48  premises  which  are  registered  under 
the  Factories  Act.  Routine  visits  are  made  to  factories  in  the 
district  and  during  the  year  81  such  visits  v/ere  made. 

It  was  necessary  to  serve  a Statutory  Notice  requiring  the 
provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  at  a Building  Site;  this  Notice 
WD.S  complied  with.  Also  two  Statutory  Notices  served  in  the 
previous  year  Yirere  complied  with  in  two  factories,  the  sanitary 
accommodation  being  now  up  to  the  standard  required. 

Two  notifications  were  received  from  H.M,  Inspector  of  Factories 
of  defective  sanitary  accommodation  at  tv/o  factories.  Notices  were 
served  on  the  occupiers  of  these  premises  and  the  \¥ork  was  in  progress 
to  comply  with  the  Notices  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

As  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  Appendix  1 to  this  Report 
sets  out  the  prescribed  particulars  on  the  administration  of  the 
Factories  Act  1937. 

Houseboats  and  Jetties 

Under  the  Essex  County  Council  Act  1952  the  consent  of  the  Local 
Authority  is  required  for  the  mooring  of  houseboats  and  the  placing 
of  jetties  thereto  within  the  district.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the 
number  of  houseboats  for  which  consent  had  been  given  v;as  16,  11  of 
these  being  provided  with  jetties. 


House'boats  and  Jetties  (Contd. ) 
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Two  vessels  were  removed  during  the  year  and  a Notice  was  served 
on  the  owner  of  one  vessel  requiring  its  removal  due  to  it  being  in  a 
derelict  condition.  Two  Notices  requiring  the  repair  of  jetties  were 
complied  with  during  the  year. 

A further  tender  was  received  and  accepted  for  the  breaking  up 
of  the  derelict  iron  hulk  to  the  west  of  the  beach j and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  work  will  be  completed  next  year. 

Caravan  and  Gampin,n:  Sites 

The  number  of  caravan  sites  in  the  district  remained  at  3 v/hich 
included  that  owned  and  operated  by  the  Council.  The  sites  are  in  use 
from  April  until  October  only. 

The  legislation  v/hich  vms  referred  to  in  last  year’s  annual 
report  came  into  operation  during  i960.  This  viras  the  Caravan  Sites 
and  Control  of  Development  Act  i960,  and  v/ider  powers  became  available 
to  the  Local  Authority  to  require  the  provision  of  more  and  better 
amenities  on  the  sites.  The  co-operation  v/as  obtained  of  the  site 
owners  of  the  two  private  sites  and  licences  were  granted  under  the  Act, 
the  licences  being  made  subject  to  a comprehensive  schedule  of  con- 
ditions. Owing  to  the  amount  of  expenditure  involved  on  the  private 
sites  and  the  Council  site  it  was  decided  to  programme  the  improvements 
to  cover  a period  of  3 years. 

One  individual  caravan  site  Y(/as  licensed  and  the  requirements 
of  the  Act  were  fully  complied  v/ith. 

A portion  of  land  on  the  Gounoil’s  Playing  Fields  is  set  aside 
for  campers  and  it  is  hoped  to  improve  the  facilities  on  this  land 
in  the  near  future, 

39  visits  were  made  to  caravan  sites  to  ensure  the  maintenance 
of  sanitary  conditions,  and  both  private  sites  were  vi^ell  managed  and 
gave  little  cause  for  complaint.

The  nuniher  of  notifications  of  infestations  was  the  same  as  the 
previous  year.  Baiting  points  were  maintained  at  the  Council’s  Sewage 
Works  hut  there  were  no  major  infestations,  A 10/  test  halting  of 
sewer  manholes  in  the  district  v/as  attempted  in  August  hut  once  again 
this  proved  unsuccessful  due  to  the  surcharging  of  the  sewers  caused 
hy  heavy  rainfall.

HOUSING 

Progress  continued  in  dealing  with  unfit  houses  in  the  district. 

Pour  properties  were  represented  as  unfit  and  not  capable  of 
repair  at  reasonable  expense.  In  one  case  a Closing  Order  was 
made  and  Demolition  Oi’ders  were  made  in  respect  of  t\?o  properties. 
Action  vi/'as  commenced  in  respect  of  the  fourth  property  but  this 
had  not  been  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Two  houses  which  were  the  subject  of  Demolition  Orders  were 
demolished  during  the  year  and  one  house  included  in  a previous 
Clearance  Order  was  demolished. 

One  family  was  rehoused  from  an  unfit  dwelling  by  the  ovm.er  of 
the  property. 

The  Council  accepted  tenders  for  the  carrying  out  of  work  in 
default  of  the  owners  of  l6  properties,  following  action  taken 
under  Section  9 of  the  Housing  Act  1957?  and  v/ork  was  commenced  on 
one  group  of  five  properties  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Rent  Act  1957  brought  only  one  application  for  a Certifi- 
cate of  Disrepair  and  an  undertaking  was  received  from  the  owner 
and  the  necessary  work  carried  out. 

Under  the  House  Purchase  & Housing  Act  1959  11  applications 
were  received  for  Standard  Improvement  Grants,  and  all  were  approved. 
In  9 cases  the  applicants  were  owner  occupiers.  Since  the  Act  came 
into  operation  until  December  i960,  a total  of  £1,016.  4.  2 has  been 
paid  in  respect  of  Standard  Grants. 

No  Discretionary  Grants  have  been  made  by  this  Authority.

In  June  the  Report  on  Slaughtering  Facilities  of  the  district 
v/as  submitted  to  the  Minister  as  required  by  the  Slaughterhouse 
(Reports)  Direction  1959.  The  Report  v/as  accepted  by  the  Minister 
and  Jojiuary  1st  I96I  was  fixed  as  the  Aiopointed  Day  when  the 
slaughterhouse  must  comply  fully  with  the  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene) 
Regulations  1958  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of 
Cruelty)  Regulations  1958. 
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Certain  improvements  and  alterations  were  required  to  "be 
carried  out  to  the  slaughterhouse  5 hut  these  had  not  heen  commenced 
hy  the  end  of  the  year.  In  view  of  this  the  Council  decided  not  to 
licence  the  slau^terhouse  until  the  premises  were  brought  up  to 
the  required  standard.

Tv;o  persons  were  licensed  as  slaughtermen  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Acts  1933  to  1934. 

Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order  1957 

The  above  Order  made  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act  1950 
came  into  operation  on  the  1st  June  1957  > and  v/as  administered  hy 
the  County  Council  until  January  1958  when  powers  v/ere  delegated 
to  the  Burnham-on -Crouch  Urban  District  Council.  During  i960  one 
person  in  the  district  was  licensed. 

COUNCIL  HOUSE  MANACEIvIBNT 


The  number  of  houses  ovwied  by  the  Council  is  233.  The  super- 
vision and  maintenance  of  these  properties  is  the  responsibility 
of  this  Department.  No  direct  labour  is  employed;  all  the  works 
required  in  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  these  houses  are  carried 
out  by  local  Building  Contractors. 

No  external  redecoration  of  houses  v/as  carried  out  but  18  of 
the  older  houses  were  fitted  with  new  galvanised  metal  vi^indov/  frames 
and  the  external  vmlls  re-rendered.  A total  of  100  visits  were  made 
in  connection  with  the  supervision  of  contract  work. 

No  verminous  infestations  occurred  in  the  Council  properties. 
The  standard  maintained  by  the  Council's  tenants  is  in  general  good, 

Tne  untidy  condition  of  some  gardens  gave  cause  for  concern  and 
several  tenants  had  to  bo  v;ritten  to  regarding  this  matter.  The 
maintaining  of  the  gardens  in  a tidy  condition  could  present  a prob- 
lem in  the  future  especially  among  the  elderly  tenants  who,  as  time 
goes  on,  become  less  active  and  unable  to  tend  their  gardens.
